DOCTORS DISAGREE 

Dr. Halliday Sutherland is a batche- 
lor of medicine, batchelor of surgery 
and doctor^of medicine in the Univer¬ 
sity of Edinburgh. Marie Charlotte 
Stopes is a doctor of science of the 
University of London and Fellow of 
University College, London. Now Dr. 
Stopes is fully convinecd that this sad 
and bad and awfully mixed up planet 
called usually the earth needs birth 
ctyitrol. Thereupon the good lady of 
science opened a clinic in London. Dr. 
Halliday Sutherland, equally anxious 
about the earth, considered Dr. Stopes 
and her scientific ways as a menace 
and a dastardly attempt to exploit the 
poor and the unlearned. Whereat the 
doctor of medicine wrote a book on 
Birth Control. The book did not please 
Marie C. C. Stopes. Therefore she 
sued Dr. Sutherland for libel. The 
case went in due time to court, and all 
the world knew _pretty soon from des¬ 
patches (wonderful things!) that Mal- 
thus Redivivus was out for blood. 
Twelve good men tried and true listen- 
■ ed in. Learned and eminent counsel 
discoursed. The jury gave its verdict 
The Lord Chief Justice gave judgment 
in favor of the gentleman of Edin¬ 
burgh. The Appeal Court gave judg¬ 
ment in favor of the lady. Next the 
case was taken to the House of Lords. 
The House of Lords reversed the find¬ 
ing of the Court of Appeal. Judg¬ 
ment was given in favor of Dr. Suther¬ 
land, Dr. Stopes being given the grac¬ 
ious privilege of paying costs. Much 
publicity was given when the Appeal 
Court gave its answer. When the 
House of Lords decided finally, not so 
much was said generally. You know, 
rt is much better to be a good loser, 
than a bad one. And when birth con¬ 
trol advocates get a black eye they 
naturally keep away from the camera 
man. But though evil is fraustrated, 
we must remember it never gives up. 
The point about the fight between evil 
and good is that only too often apathy 
takes hold of the good and thus the 
forces of evil eventually triumph. Dr. 
Halliday Sutherland’s pesistence is 
well worth emulation. It cost him 
time, it oost him money, it cost him 
self-sacrifice to keep up the fight. On¬ 
ly too often a good cause is lost for 
the want of a little courage. Wonder¬ 
ful results could be achieved for God’s 
truth and a decent morality if the lab¬ 
orers wei^ not so few. For one who 
fights for God a thousand look on in 
fear that he be overcome instead of 
getting into action with him. Practi¬ 
cally every advocate of an evil course 
of life could be squelched if there were 
more Sutherlands to cope with the 
Stopes.—Northwest Review 

A “TEST” OF HONESTY 

An-American periodical made a test 
of honesty by sending a dollar bill to 
various people, explaining that the 
money was "in adjustment of an error 
in our account”. Clergymen, as one 
would expect, head the percentage list 
of honest people, only three out of nine 
of them retaining the dollar. Journa¬ 
lists, no doubt to the surpprise of 
tl>o8e who believe in legends, come 
second, with only four defaulters, fol¬ 
lowed by teachers. Business men did 
not show up too well, lawyers were 
distinctly bad and scientists definit¬ 
ely dishonest, for out of eleven not 
one sent back the money. But was it 
a fair test asks the London Daily 
News? It certainly was not. Honesty 
should not be put to a dishonest test 
and that was dishonest because the 
dollar was not in adjustment of an er¬ 
ror in account. No doubt many of 
those who kept the money accepted 
without inquiry or investigation the 
periodical’* dishonest version that it 
was in adjustment of an error.

Having had every opportunity to 
study the clerks and treasurers, espec¬ 
ially these two classes of public offic¬ 
ials, it is our gain that the value of 
reliable men in these offices is not al¬ 
ways fully realized. As an example of 
the efficiency of the permanent offic¬ 
ials, it comes to our mind that the 
British budget forecasts -accurately 
what is needed. It has been done for 
a hundred years or more, till this ac¬ 
curacy of estimating the cost of gov¬ 
ernment is known to a certainty. This 
is likewise the case in. many munici¬ 
palities. In some there is an uncer¬ 
tainty.' It must however be remem¬ 
bered that many municipal officials 
just “happened” to get their position 
and have not had training for the 
work, nor studied after the position 
had been secured. The positions held 
by the clerk and treasurer are the key¬ 
stone to sound municipal government, 
and it is our belief that the right men 
should be placed in this position and 
given extensive powers. They are 
there every day, rain or shine, lean 
years or prosperous ones, with chang¬ 
ing elected representatives, they are 
always there with their finger on the 
situation. Our government of muni¬ 
cipalities is founded mainly on the 
British system of managing cities, and 
throughout the British Isles the per¬ 
manent official is an important figure. 
He is chosen for his fitness for the 
position, and is consulted by the mayor 
and aldermen, and his experience is 
profited by in public as well as private. 
—Municipal Review.

So successful has Winnipeg’s muni¬ 
cipal hydro-electric undertaking prov¬ 
ed that the City Council has asked the 
manager to “report on the feasibility 
of the city hydro manufacturing its 
own electric ranges and other appli¬ 
ances in the City of Winnipeg.” 

The Minister of Public Works for 
Alberta is displaying considerable abil¬ 
ity in the matter of road building. He 
has adopted a good system and we 
have reason to believe that he will 
give to Alberta roads that we need not 
be ashamed of. There is not much 
money to expend but he will put it to 
the best use. 

Canada’s unemployed problem is 
not as hard to solve as many of our 
political leaders would have us believe. 
In one item alone, Canada could sup¬ 
ply jobs to not less than 20,000 men 
at annual wages of $2,000 each. This 
looks like good pay, and it is good 
pay, but we place it at $2,000 each to 
make our figures easy to digest. Can¬ 
ada exports pulp wood to the U. S. A. 
annually in such quantities that con-, 
servative estimates place the amount 
of wages paid in U. S. A. paper mills 
to vonvert this pulpwood into news¬ 
print at $40,000,000 annually. This is i 
a very conservative estimate, as many j 
experienced paper manufacturers 
claim the wage bill is^over $50,000,000 | 
annually. ThisV big w age bill should 
be spent in Canada. We own the trees 
that the pulpwood comes from, and we 
could legislate that all pulpwood 
grown in Canada would be made into 
paper in Canada. This is the logical 
thing to do,—Labour Leader.

Sugar City municipality, in the Ray¬ 
mond district, is in the fortunate posi- 
tnon that it will not be necessary to , 
levy taxes his year. A consummation 
most devoutly hoped for by many a 
municipality has been achieved by this 
young municipality, which is only two . 
years old, says the Lethbridge Herald. 
Following on what has been proclaim¬ 
ed in one municipality in the south of 
the Province, comes another equally , 
fortunate experience in the municipal- ' 
ity of Argyle, near Granum, which 
finds itself with the nice little nest-egg 
of $80,000 in the bank, in itself suffi¬ 
cient to meet the financial needs of the ‘ 
municipality for another year without 
further taxation. The two municipal¬ 
ities named endorse the fact that the 
sun shines literally and figuratively 
in this part of the Province, in spite 
of drawbacks. They lend tonic to the 
feeling of optimism. How was it all 
-done? This is a natural question. 
For the benefit of the northern part 
of the Province, so that it might profit 
by the unique experience of a southern 
municipality, the Edmonton Bulletin 
considers that how it was done should ‘ 
be made known. "The points of infor¬ 
mation, it says, would be particularly 
useful. Municipalities like Sugar City 
and Arygle not only set the pace and 
afford an example, but contribute 
greatly-'ter-fcijl any adverse notion as 
to the capabilities of this part of the 
Province and strengthen he faith of 
those who live in it.

Sheep—Receipts at Calgary light 
and prices firm with the choicqdambs 
up to $14.26. Wethers around $12 and 
fat ewes $9, on good quality. 

Grain—After a long pull to reach 
pie $2 point, wheat finally got well 
over it and since them has been going 
up in spectacular fashion. The break 
ing point is only a guess, but there is 
a wild market in the meantime. There 
is active buying for export even at 
the advances, and Russia was reported 
to have been one of the most recent 
big buyers. Canadian millers are also 
buying freely and said to have large 
orders. 

Conventions—Next week the dairy¬ 
men of Saskatchewan and Alberta will 
convene, Prince Albert and Calgary 
being the points of assembly. 

Creamery Butter—Business only 
moderate, but no changes in prints, 
though car lot quotation down to 34c, 
Alberta points. Butterfat—Manitoba 
prices down to $30; other provinces 
unchanged, but if Manitoba butter un¬ 
dersells us at coast we may have to 
drop. Dairy Butter—Receipts at cen¬ 
tral points very light. Calgary mark¬ 
ets paying around 30c for fancy table 
grade. Cheese—Market firm and un¬ 
changed. 

Eggs—Few more locals coming out, 
but most of them used at country 
points where offered. Oregon eggs 
coming in, as Vancouver is flooded 
with buying orders. Poultry—Market 
slow and unchanged; buyers are indif¬ 
ferent. 

Hay—Prices unchanged and buying 
still slow, but with continued winter 
weather and fairly low temperatures, 
there is a lot of feeding being done, 
except in some southern districts 
where stock can rustle. Market still 
favors sellers. 

Potatoes—Trading naturally re¬ 
stricted owing to weather, but some 
heated cars moving and potatoes from 
New Brunswick established now on 
practically all prairie markets. Owing 
to limited movement of Albertas, pri¬ 
ces hard to establish, but general quo¬ 
tation at Calgary $40 for A grade de¬ 
livered. 

Hides—Market unchanged, but deal¬ 
ers report better movement in frozen 
hides which are principal commodity 
oKpred now. Everybody hoping for 
better trade when spring opens up.

LOOK FOR INCREASE 


A scarcity of feeder cattle, owing 
to high prices for hay and grain, and 
a shortage of good steers on the range 
[slue to unusually cold winter and heavy 
and continued snowfall, are reasons 
for the opinion held by stockmen and 
dealers that beef will continue to im¬ 
prove in price. 

The view was expressed recently 
by D. W. Lyon, president of the Sas¬ 
katchewan Cattle Breeders’ associa¬ 
tion, that choice steers in June would 
touch ten cents a pound. P. Burns, 
veteran Alberta cattleman and packer, 
while not being quite so sanguine, stat¬ 
ed in an interview in Calgary last 
week, that he looks for a steady rise 
in the price of beef. He thinks beef 
will reach eight,cents in the next few 
months, maybe more. 

“Ofcourse, this is only a guess,” 
remarked Mr. Burns. “Good steers at 
the present time are worth about six 
cents. Next month they will probably 
bring 6 Vt cents, and April will likely 
see the price increased to seven cents, 
and 7V4 in May. I do not think the 
price in June will be more than eight 
cents, although, as I have said, this is 
quite a guess.” 

If a price of eight cents prevails in 
June, it will be a cent and a half in 
excess of the price ruling at the same 
period last year, which should prove 
encouraging to ranchers and farmer 
owners of feeded cattle. 

George Kerr, manager of the Leth¬ 
bridge Stockyards, reports a shortage 
of good, well-conditioned beef cattle 
and agrees with the other observers 
that prices are due for a steady climb. 
“While ten cents seems a little high, I 
look fgr choice cattle to be worth nine 
cents by June,” said Mr. Kerr. With 
lamb scales creating new price levels, 
wool prices looking the best in years 
and cattle prices stiffening steadily, 
sockmen are naturally in an optimistic 
mood.

BEAUTIFY HOMES 


The Agricultural Society of Biggar, 
Saskatchewan, is one of the most pro¬ 
gressive bodies of its kind in the Do¬ 
minion. Following up a number of 
well conducted competitions in prev¬ 
ious years a new one was announced 
for 1924 in order to encourage the 
beautifying of the homes in the dis¬ 
trict surrounding Biggar by the plant¬ 
ing of shelter belts of trees. In dis¬ 
cussing the competition Mr. A. P. 
Smith, President of the Biggar Agri¬ 
cultural Society, stated that farms in 
their district had been known to sell 
at the owner’s price simply because of 
the tree plantations. “Who is there 
that would not buy a farm with a 
grove of trees in preference to one 
without, other things equal ?” asks Mr. 
Smith. A well cared for tree planta¬ 
tion makes the difference between an 
isolated shack on the prairie and a 
comfortable looking home. With the 
growing up of the plantation also 
comes the improvement of the build¬ 
ings and other beneficial changes about 
the homestead. As to the production 
value it has been definitely proven that 
a successful garden is a certainty 
within a shelter belt, even in our 
driest districts. Statistics show us 
that evaporation is from 60 to 75% 
slower adjacent to trees. Add to this 
the increased deposit of moisture 
through the collection of snow and the 
protection from the drying winds, and 
not only a vegetable gardAi is assured 
but the successful growing of small 
fruits is equally certain. If this is ex¬ 
tended to field shelter belts it would 
solve to a great extent the problem of 
moisture and drift. 


A shipment of 260 head of Alberta 
beef cattle will 'shortly be made from 
this province in the name of a large 
Japanese firm which hfcs interested it¬ 
self in the importation of beef from 
Alberta ranges.

300 BARRELSlAJMY 


The flow of oil from Royalite No. 4 
well at Black Diamond continues with¬ 
out abatement and varies better from 
day to day, producing at the rate of 
about 300 barrels per day. In connec¬ 
tion with the 300-barrel per day pro¬ 
duction, it always has to be borne in 
mind that the oil coming from the well 
is 73 gravity Beaume, obtained from 
“drips” in the gas line. As ordinary 
gasoline used in motor cars tests 60 to 
62 gravity, Beaume, the No. 4 Royal¬ 
ite is virtually a high grade natural 
gasoline well. At last reports, the 
well was producing gas at the rate of 
17,000,000 cubic feet per day, open flow 
measurement. Rumors that the flow 
of oil is increasing at the well un¬ 
doubtedly are founded on the belief 
that the company is allowing the gas 
to flow freely in order to give a thor¬ 
ough test to the theory that when the 
ffi-s't tremendous pressure or “head” 
of the gas blows off, the oil flow will 
increase. This is based upon the fact 
that the gas comijjg from the well is 
not a heavily saturated “wet” gas, as 
was first supposed to be the case. Ac¬ 
cording to A. W. Dingman, pioneer oil 
man in this field, in close touch with 
|*he situation, the gas from Royalite 
No. 4 in realipk-is a "lean” gas; that 
is, the gas itself is not heavily satura¬ 
ted with oil. What is occuring, ac¬ 
cording to Mr. Dingman, is that the 
gas, under its tremendous initial pres¬ 
sure, is bringing up the oil in the well 
in such a finely divided spray that 
when the gas issues, it resembles a 
saturated gas owing to the fine oil 
spray carried out with it, which is 
dropped in the pipe lines as the gas 
expands under atmospheric pressure. 
For this wery reason, that the gag is a 
“lean” gh,s, And not a saturated gas, 
oil men are anticipating that the oil 
flow from the big well will increase as 
the gas pressure inevitably declines.

GROW MORE CORN 


The past season was the most un¬ 
favorable corn year in Sputhcrn Al¬ 
berta for over a decade.\It was-cool 
at both ends and hot and ory^in the 
middle. But it was not bad enough to 
blight the hopes of those who have 
seen in corn one of the promising fod¬ 
der and grain crops for this part of 
the country. On the contrary it dem¬ 
onstrated that by planting suitable 
varieties on well prepared land and 
keeping them well cultivated it is pos¬ 
sible to grow good crops of corn un¬ 
der conditions that prove fatal to 
wheat and oats. This was demonstra¬ 
ted on many farms over a wide range 
of territory even where the soil con¬ 
ditions for the corn were far from 
ideal. When corn and oats or corn 
and wheat were planted under similar 
conditions and the com given reason¬ 
ably cultivation the com in many in¬ 
stances hung on during the hot dry 
weather of July that proved fatal to 
the small grains. When JJhe late raihs 
came the com revrV^Tand produced a 
fair crop, while Russian \ thistles 
smothered the oats and wheat. In a 
few instances where corn was planted 
on good summerfallow, a crop was 
harvested that would be a credit any 
year. Not all, by any means, of the 


corn planted produced a crop. Some 
of it never even started and many 
fields were abandoned to Russian this¬ 
tle when general crop conditions look¬ 
ed blue, but when it was well looked 
after no other crop did so well. It 
promises to go a long way toward 
solving the feed problem when it is 
given a fair try out on^the average 
farm. Home grown seed is scarcer 
than usual this year but seed of Gehu, 
Dakota White Flint and northern'* 
grown North-Western Dent can be ob¬ 
tained from any of the seed houses. 
The cost of seed per acre is less than 
that of most any other farm crop as 
one bushel will plant from five to 
eight acres. The supply of good nor¬ 
thern seed—the only kind that should 
be planted—is less plentiful than usual 
and growers would be well advised to 
place their orders well in advance of 
seeding time. A bulletin on “Com 
Growing in Southern Alberta” which 
was issued last year deals comprehen¬ 
sively with the subject and can be se¬ 
cured fc>y application to the undersign¬ 
ed or to the Department of Agricul¬ 
ture, Edmonton.

Creamery butter manufactured in

lbs., in 1923. All of this butter is sold 
outside of Canada, chiefly in Great 
Britain and the Orient.
